'• I may recover entirely, and stand before yon fnll of 
brown health, equal to the manifold labors of that posi- 
tioo, live to the long period of my fathers, and at last die 
naturally of old age. This to me seems most desirable, 
thongb certainly not most probable. 

" Or, I may sj far recover that I shall falter on a score 
of years or so, one eye on my work, tbe other on my body, 
which refuses to do it, and so urge my weak and bilky 
horse along a miry, broken road. If this lie so, then, in 
some still, little rural nook, in sight of town, but not too 
nigh, I may fiuish some of the many things I have begun, 
and left for the afternoon or evening of my days ; nod 
yet, also, from to time, meet yon again, and, with words 
of lofty cheer, look on the inspiring face of a great con¬ 
gregation. With this I shonld be well content; once it 
was fie ideal of my hope. 

” In either of these cases, I see bow the time of this 
illness, and tbe discipline alike of disappointment and 
recovery, wonld furnish me new power.

So woodrons ' 
is this Human Life, not ruled by Fate, bnt Providence, 
which ia Wisdom married unto Love, each infinite 1 What 
has been, may be. If I recover wholly, or bnt in part, I 
see new aources of power beside these waters of affliction 
I have stooped at; I sball not think I have gone through 
' the Valley of Baca ’ in vaio, nor begrudge the time 
that I have lingered there, seeming idle j rainy days also 
help seed the ground. One thing I am sure of; I have 
learned tbe wealth and power of the grateful, generous 
feelings of men, as I knew them not before, nor hoped on 
earth to find so rich. High as I have thought of Human 
Natnre, I bad not quite done justice to tbe present growth 
of these beantifnl faculties. Here and now, aa so oft 
before, I have found more treasure than I dreamed lay 
bidden where I looked. 

“ But if neither of these hopes becomes a fact, if the 
silver cord part soon above the fonntaio, and tbe golden 
bowl be broke, let not db complain ; a new bowl, and a 
stronger cord, sball serve the Well of Life for you. 
Though qnite aware how probable this seems, believe me, 

I have not yet bad a single hour of sadness ; trust me, I 
shall not.

I WILL take Vermont as a favorable illustration. Up 
to the Texas annexation and Mexican War the Whig and 
Democratic parties loaded down the jonruals of both 
Honses of Assembly with anti slavery resolutions. The 
Whigs, especially, being over-ambitions on tbe subject, 
“ piled Pelion upon Ossa,” intermingling a quantum 
tugua of bravado and defiance towards the South. 
But tbe great debauch of 1844 not only brought tbe Demo¬ 
crats to their knees and made them cover their heads 
with ashes and eat their own words ; it toned down and 
smothered the sentiment of the Whig masses, so that they 
became enthnsiastic for the man wbo bad “personally no 
objection to the annexation of Texas, bat wonld be glad 
(0 see it,” &s., and reasserted tbe odious and diabolical 
sentimeots of an old speech which declared that “ two hnn- 
dred years had sanctioned and sanctified human slavery.” 

Meantime ihe “ Libirty parly ” had been inaugurated, 
and was making baudsome progress. And it bore, with 
becoming patience, tbe charge of having defeated Mr. 
Clay. The sins of Polk were laid at onr door too ; as if, 
in case we wonld not sacrifice onr principles and con- 
science by voting for “ the second toorei devil in ihe Universe ” 
(for this is the npshot of tbe doctrine " of two evils choose 
ihB least ”), we could be saddled with all the responsibility 
of tbe wicked doings of the “ first devil of tbe Universe.” 
Still tbe Whigs claimed to stand firm on the “ Wilmot 
Proviso ” and the Ordlnanoe of ’87. When the debqnch 
of 1848 came on, tbe National Convention having dis¬ 
tinctly repudiated all its former anti-slavery professions 
and choked down sneh men as Charles Alien of Mass., 
and OUT own Horace Everett, there were very great risings 
of stomach at the mingled dose of ignorance, rowdyism, 
ganpowder^tnd negroes presented to their Ups. However, 
afur snitable retchings and the administration of ano¬ 
dynes, it went down. Bat, on the passage of tbe Fagitive 
Slave act, the Termont Whigs were indignant, and they 
came into tbe indignation meetings to let off steam. The 
event proved that it was nothing but steam. For, at 
their State Convention in 1851, they endorsed Fillmore’s 
administration. Fugitive Slave biU and all; yet, as they 
said, with some misgivings. And when their platform 
was eviscerated at Baltimore, and tbe gag put on, in 1852, 
the remembrance of “Lundy’s Lane,” with the son^of 
“ HaU to the Chief,” soon reconciled the rank and file to 
the debauch. Meantime the “ Liberty party,” toning 
down to Free Soilism and Free Democracy, had become 
so great in numbers as to be worth having in the elections 
So tbe Democratic party, almost to a man, went over to 
it in 1849. The “ Union ” (as it was called) took this 
type. We will endorse as strong resolutions against 
slavery as you can frame, bnt yon shall vote for a good 
share of onr men, and we’ll all be still about such matters 
as U. S. Bank, Snb-Treasury, Tariff, &o. But the very 
next year resolutions were introduced and discussed against 
the Bank and in favor of the Treasury. And, in 1861, 
those resolntions were passed 1 Bat, to cap the climax, 
in 1852, resolntions adopting the action of tbe party in 
1849 and 1851 as a permanent platform were declared 
passed 1 A count was called for, but the chair decided 
that it was too late! So we had adopted onr bond not to 
even agitate certain matters and the breach of that bond 
in the agitation and passage of them I! Here was the 
end of the moral power of the party. In 1853, by gather¬ 
ing np all the odds and ends, the dead fish and sea¬ 
weed of this party and the old Democratic party, a “ bar¬ 
gain and sale ” were effected so as to give Rum, Slavery, 
Popery and Sham Democracy the Governor and Lieut!
